CHARGE AGAINST HUSBAN 


AND WIFE FAILS. : 

At Dundalk Circuit Court yesterday Peter 
Dunne and his wife, Brigid, were charged 
with having, during the years 1924 and 1925, 
incited one, Michael O’Rourke, to wound and 
maim Owen Halton. Dunne and Halton are 
ex-members of the R.I.C. The greatest in- 
terest was taken in the hearing of the case, 
which lasted all the day. 

The defendants planted not guilty. 

Evidence was given by a‘girl, Jean Bland, 
that while she was friendly with Mrs. 
Dunne, who lived next door to her, the latter 
wrote several letters threatening Halton for 
taking a post of night watchman, formerly 
held by her husband. These letters were 
signed by her: “I.R.A.,” and were sent 
either to Halton or to the manager of the 
pork factory.

They 
were supposed to have come from the I.R.A., 
and one of them was signed: ‘‘ One of the 
boys you beat in Anne street.” He was 
threatened in these letters, and 1t was stated 
that his body would be left in one of 
Lunham’s fields. He had never got a 
threatening letter when he was in the R.I.C. 
To Mr. McGuckin, for the defendants, the 
‘witness stated that he passed no “remarks 
about the letters when he got them, and he 
had burned one of them. He had been 
serving in the barracks with the ‘ Black 
and Tans,’” as had Dunne. sb oe 

Michael O'Rourke alleged that Mrs. Dunne 
had got letters typed threatening Halton. 
Dunne had given him a revolver with which 
to shoot Halton in the foot. He did nothing 
in the matter, and later he handed the re- 
volver to the Guards. One of the letters, 
which he had got & , was done by a man 
named Delaney, of Carlingford; and this had 
been done by order of Mrs. Dunne, who had 
been constantly worrying about Halton hav- 
ing the post of night watchman, 

The defendants went into the witness box 
and denied the allegations made by the State 
witnesses. 

Evidence also was given that O’ Rourke had 
a revolver. while lodging in Dunnes, and by 
Delaney, denying that he had ever typed any 
threatening letter for O’Rourke. "Rourke 
had come to him, and said that he wanted 
the letter done, ‘‘as the old policeman had 
been cruel to the Sinn Fein prisoners in Anne 
Street Barracks.’’

A PUBLICAN’S LICENCE. 


INTERESTING CASE FROM 
MONAGHAN. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN, MR. 
Can HANNA AND MR. JUSTICE 

In the matter of George Patton, an appli- 
cant for 2 publican’s licence. . 

Mr. Lavery (instructed by Mr. Carrigan, 
State Solicitor) applied on behalf of the 
Attorney-General, as prosecutor, for a condi- 
tional order for a writ of certiorari to remove 
into the High Court, for the purpose of 
having it quashed, an order of the District 
Court at Clones, on the grounds that the 
order of the Justice was made without, and 
in excess of, jurisdiction, and that the Justice 
was wrong in law in holding that the appli- 
cation before him was one for the transfer 
of a licence, and not for a new licence; and 
the application should, therefore, have been 
made to the Circuit Court. 

It appeared from the affidavit of the Super- 
intendent of the Civic Guard in Monaghan, 
that prior to the 25th of last March, Zeorge 
Patton, of Whitehall street, Clones, was the 
holder of a six-day spirit licence for consump- 
tion on his premises, On the 25th March the 
premises were destroyed by fire, and then 
Mr. Patton gave notice of his intention to 
apply for a similar licence by way of transfer 
to other premises in the same street. = 
application was opposed or the police, a 
on behalf of other bodies. Mr. Hugh McCann, 
the Acting Justice, granted a certificate 
authorising the issue to the applicant of a 
transfer of the licence- from the destroyed 
premises to the new premises, 

The Court granted the conditional order.

BAFL MOTION REFUSED. 

In the case of the Attorney-General v. 
Edmond Murphy, 1 John Dillon street, 
Dublin, who has been returned for trial to the 
Central Criminal Court in connection with the 
recent raid by armed men on the publichouse 
ef Mr. William Brett, 21. Parnell street, 
Dublin, 

Mr. Jos. O’Connor, K.C., with whom was 
Mr. F. Sweeney (instructed by Megsrs. Joyce 
and Joyce), applied for an order admitting 
the defendant to bail. 

Counsel moved on the affidavit of Mr. ©. 
J. Joyce, the defendant’s solicitor, who stated 
that he believed that the prisoner was 
arrested early on the morning of September 
29th; that he made a full statement to the 
station sergeant accounting for every moment 
of his time; that he was absolutely innocent 
and had a complete answer to the charge, and 
that the facts set out in his statement couid 


be substantiated by twelve witnesses of unim- 


peachable character. The affidavit further 
stated that thé defendant was a man of sober 
habits, a total abstainer, had never mixed in 
political disputes, had been continuously em- 
ployed by Messrs. J. and C. McGloughlin for 
the past seven years, and had never been in 
trouble of any kind. Substantial bail could 
be given. Counsel said that there were two 
witnesses out of a possible six or seven who 
identified the defendant—Mr. Brett, the owner 
of the publichouse, and Maurice Byrne; but 
it was a remarkable thing that Bird, the 
porter in Mr, Brett's premises, who had 
almost a better opportunity of having the 
features of Murphy stamped on his memory, 
did not identify him. 

Mr. Lavery (instructed by the Chief State 
Solicitor) opposed bail on the grounds that the 
charge was one of the most serious that could 
be brought short of actual murder. In this 
case there was a charge of conspiracy to 
commit armed robbery, the commission of 
armed robbery, and a charge of attempted 
murder. The armed robbery was carried to 
a point when, according to the evidence, the 
men engaged in it disthataed their revolvers. 
It. MEIC that the defendant was charged 
with having fired a revolver on two occasions 
—at a man in the shop and, later, when pur- 
sued. Murphy was positively identified by 
the owner of the public-house. Then there 
was Thomas Byrne’s conditional identification, 
and a most explicit identification by Maurice 
Byrne, one of the men who took part in the 
chase. 

Mr. Justice Sullivan, in giving the judg- 
ment of the Court refusing bail, said that it was 
unnecessary for the Court at the present stage 
to dwell on the gravity of the offence of armed 
robbery. It was an offence that was compara- 
tively unknown in this country until recent 
years, but, unfortunately, it had become one 
of the most common offences with which the 
fudge presiding at the Central Criminal! Court 

ad to deal. Regarding the cogency of the 
evidence, it was quite sufficient for their pur- 
pose to see that there was on the depositions 
clear evidence of identification, w ich, if 
believed by a jury, would justify them in 
convicting the accused. With réference to 
the likelihood of the accused man answering 
to his bail, his lordship said that it did not 
appear that the séad had any very binding 
ties to keep him in the Free State i he were 
allowed bail. On the question of character, 
it was, unfortunately, common knowledge 
that men of otherwise good character had in 
recent years been convicted of armed robbery 
and sent to penal servitude for it. They had 
also regard to the fact that the trial would 
take place within a fortnight or three weeks. 

Mr. Justice Hanna and Mr. Justice 
O’ Byrne concurred. .

Germany and the Hohenzollerns. 


The retirement of General von Seeckt 
from the post of Chef der Heeresleitung of 
the German: Army «constitutes. a signal 
victory for -the forces of moderation. 
General von Séeckt was a jypical officer 
of the old régime. An admirable organiser, 
he may be sáid to have created the Réichs- 
wehr, which is regarded. by many com- 
petent soldiers as the finest military force 
in Europe. He took up the task of 
military reorganisation when Herr Noske 
laid it down, and, despite his admittedly 
Nationalist views, he served his Republican 
masters well, showing as little mercy to 
the instigators of Junker risings as he 
showéd - to Communist -revolutionaries. 
Some months ago, however, he was faced 
with a.problem before which even his -well- 
tried loyalty faltered. The former Crown 
Prince's eldest’ son, Prince Wilhelm of 
‘Hohenzollern, applied for a commission in 
the » Ninth - Infantry Regiment of: the 
-RéichswWehr, ‘which has inheritéd the re- 
markable traditions of the famous First 
Imperial Foot Guards. Every officer of 
the Reichswebr must take an oath of 
fealty to the Républican Constitution ; 
but, apparently, this obligation. was 
waived, for obvious: reasons, in the case 
of the young Prince Wilhelm. The 


movements until suddenly he appearéd at 
the annual manceuvres at Miinsingen in 
A storm 
of protést ‘was raised in the Republican 
Press. General von: Seeckt was forced 
to admit his responsibility in the matter, 
and President Hindenburg, faced with a 
threat of resignation: from the Minister 
for Defence, had no alternative but to 
compel: the general to hand in his papers. 
Subséquént inquiries have revealed the 
fact, that Prince Wilhelm was. treated by 
his brother officers with all the. respect 
and deference due to an heir to the 
Prussian Throne. Evidently the. corps 
d’élite of the Reichswehr 
to a man. . General von Seeckt probably 
had no mischievous intention when he 
approved of the Prince’s candidature for 
a commission. Pasgjonate devotion to the 
Crown is -bred in the bone of every 
Prussian officer; “and, although General 
von Seéckt was loyal to. his Republican 
salt, he could not resist. the temptation: to 
accede -to the wish of ‘the “former bet 
apparent that: his son should be, trained 
as a German soldier. The fact that his 
action was condemned so generally is a 
welcome sigh of the times. . President 
Hindenburg’s loyalty to the Republic must 
have been put.to a severe test when he was 
required to ask General von Seeckt for 
his, resignation; for in the old days 
Hindenburg was the War Lord par ezcel- 
lence, and his name was a symbol of 
Prussian monarchism. Yet in this case 
he was able to place his duty before his 
personal sympathies. It ‘is impossible not 
io admire the rugged strength of the old 
German soldier.. During the war he was

The ‘World’s Harvest. 

“Last year crops throughout Europe were 
unusually abundant, and imports of grain 
and flour from the United States and 
Canada declined. sharply. This year a 
very different story is told; for the wheat 
crop alone in Europe, exclusive ‘of Russia, 
will be at least 225,000,000 bushels below 
that of last year. There is but a small} 
carry-over of old wheat, and the shortage , 
of bread grain will be accentuated further 
by the poverty of the rye crop, which is 
estimated to be 200,000,000 bushels smaller 
than in 1925. Europe probably will require 
to purchase this year some 560,000,000 
bushels of foreign wheat, and . the 
United States and Canada will be réquired 
to furnish almost the whole of this vast 
quantity. The size of the Canadian crop 
still is in doubt. The latest estimate by 
the Canadian Government puts this year’s 
yield of wheat at 399,000,000 bushels, as 
against 411,375,000 bushels produced: last 
year.. Weather conditions in Canada have 
taken an unfavourable turn, and the yield 
may prove smaller even than the forecast. 
In this event the weight of Europe’s 
demand will fall on the United States. 
Happily, they have. more wheat than 
they had a year ago. The quantity of 
wheat likely to be available for export 
from the United States in the season 1926- 
1927 is estimated at something over 
200,000,000 bushels. It is expected that 
wheat prices will remain balanced at their 
present level, although abnormally large 
harvests in Australia. and the Argentine 
would depress the scale. American farmers 
appear to be well satisfied with the profits 
of their toil; for they are increasing the 
area planted for winter wheat from 
40,000,000 to 45,000,000 acres. Trans- 
Atlantic farmers thus have cause to anti- 
cipate large bank balances during the 
coming months. In England the state of 
ffairs is less cheering. The present year 
in British agriculture is described by the 
Agricultural Correspondent of The Times 
as “ one of blighted crops and disap- 
pointed hopes The season opened 
brilliantly or both arable and grass 
farmers, and- crops. generally made 
splendid progress until the end of June. 
In July weather conditions suddenly 
became unfavourable. The hagvest and the 
threshing showed -a disappointing yield in 
all kinds of grain, but especially in wheat. 
From forty to fifty. bushels of wheat. per 
acré were expected, but only twenty to 
thirty bushels were realised. Barley and 


-oats were better crops, but were by no 


means satisfactory, and they command 
disappointing prices. The potato. crop 
still is being dug, but it is already evident 
that only a small proportion of sound 
The total yield 
will be light. . English sugar-beet, has 
done badly. A large proportion has run 
to seed and weight of roots is poor, with 
about 10 to 12 tons to the acre. Mangolds 
are stunted, and swedes are mildewed so 
seriously that the decaying roots may be 
smelled along the country roads. Hop- 
growers alone seem to be lucky: their crop 
appears to be generally good. 


China. 

Wuchang has surrendered to the 
Cantonese armies. Having already captured 
Hankow and Hanyang, the “ Red ” forces 
now seem to have a secure grip on Central 
China; and they will be encouraged to 
pursue their campaign against Sun 
Chuang-fang, the autocrat of Shanghai. 
The fall of Wuchang coincides with the 
official removal of the boycott of British 
goods at Hong-Kong; but this concession 
will not relieve the British Government's 
difficulties in China. It means merely 
that one act of lawlessness will be replaced 
by another; for the Canton Government 
announces that, having withdrawn the 
boycott, it will proceed to levy special 
import and export duties in addition to 
those which are sanctioned by the existing 
treaty. This decision is a direct challenge 
to the treaty rights which all the Western 
Powers possess in China. If it is per- 
mitted in the case of Canton, other war 
lords may take similar action at other 
ports. In that event the last shred of 
Western prestige in China would vanish, 
and with it would vanish the Customs 
Service which has been the mainstay of 
Chinese finance for many years. It is a 
serious peril, but the Powers are crippled 
by the lack. of a Central Government in 
China and by their extreme reluctance to 
interfere in the internal affairs of that 
distracted country. If, as has been sug- 
gested, they should ‘‘ recognise ” some of 
the local Governments—the Canton 
Government, for instance—they would be 
charged immediately with partisanship by 
all the ‘‘unrecognised’’ belligerents. 
Furthermore, the Canton Government may 
be overthrown to-morrow, as Wu Pei-fu 
was overthrown last month; and the last 
state of the Western Power who had 
‘‘ recognised ” it would be worse than the 
first.' In spite of these difficulties the 
Powers’. material and moral interests in 
China are such as may not be betrayed. 
At present the lives of many of their 
citizens, including British and American 
missionaries, are in danger. Western 
trade, founded on the security of solemn 


treaties, is being destroyed, and China’s 


heavy debts to Western bondholders are 
being repudiated. -Even if these con- 
siderations did not exist, the collapse of 
the vast Republic into complete anarchy— 
whither it is now tending—would be a 
menace to the whole world. The Powers 
will be forced te take strong and concerted 
action in China, and delay serves merely | t 
to aggravate their problem. |

THREE VITAL QUESTIONS 


MR. BRUCE AN 'D IMPERIAL 
CONFERENCE. 


Mr. Bruce, Prime Minister of Australia, 
interviewed on arrival in London yesterday, 
said that the three main questions for con- 
sidération. at the Imperial Conference would 
be inter-Imperial and International relations, 
defence, and iibecAmpacial trade and 
economics. 

On the question of internal relations within 
the Empire, he anticipated no difficulty 
regarding foreign relations. He would not 
go ‘beyond saying that it was desirable to 
clarify the existing position and: determine 
exactly at what point the various constituent 
parts of ‘the Empire had arrived in the 
process of evolution. He had not in mind 
anything: in the nature of an Empire constitu- 
tory. .It was.in the elasticity of our relations 
that safety lay. 

As regarded Empire defence, each part 
should: bear its full share of the burden in 
proportion. i its. population and financial re- 
sources. added :—‘‘ Too long has Britain 
borne. this an burden‘ almost unaided.” 

He regarded inter-Imperial trade’ and 
economic as the most..vital of all questions to 
the future. of the Empire. The solution of 
that question would lead to the solution of 
— all Empire. problems confronting us 
to-day 


Mr. Bruce ridiculed any suggestion that he. 


was trying to force tarifis upon Great Britain. 
The Dominions could, however, co-operate 
with the Mother Country in an endeavour to 
mobilise the resources of the Empire and 
develop them scientifically. 


USE OF POISON GAS -N 
WARFARE.

WASHINGTON, Monday.

KANSAS CITY, Monday. 

ENEWED assurance of American 

financial credit for Europe when the 
latter sets its house in order was given 
on behalf of the Administration to-day 
by Mr. Garrard B. Winston, Under- 
Secretary to the Treasury, who spoke at 
the Bankers’ ‘Club. ) 

Stabilisation must be. obtained first by 
these Governments, he said; but he pre- 
dicted that Europe would soon again be 
in a sound position.and that stabilisation 
would be accomplished. 

Reviewing the existing conditions, he de- 
clared that a financially sound Europe was 
essential te the continuance of American pros- 
perity, “ Our export trade to Europe last 
vear,” he said, “amounted to: more than 
two-and-a-half billion dollars, and our mauu- 
{acturers and farmers néed this market.” 

He thought that the present: situation in 
Europe was neither new nor unexpected, and 
he compared it to the situation in the United 
States after the Civil War, when the dollar 
. was worth only 45 cents, and it took fourteen 
sears, aided by bumper crops, to stabilise the 
currency. ‘‘ Therefore,” he said, “we can 

hardly blame Europe if it is riot on its feet 
eight vears after a world war.” 

Mr. Winston further admitted that on the 
basis of the proportion of the total income 
of the nations’ pcrulations, the burden of 
jaxation in France, Belgium and ltaly, while 
net so great as that in Britain, was very 
high, and certainly much above what was said 
in the United Statex. 


EUROPE’S PROBLEMS. 

Discussing Europe s problems, Mr. Winston 
thought that the time had come when each of 
the countries involved imust’ decide whether 
it would destroy all vaiues b¥ unsound policies 
or put its house in order. The longer action 
“as postponed the more difficult it became 
to fotlow the sound course, and there was a 
pcint of complete coilapse. ‘* Íf the ship rol!s 
beyond a certain angle it cannot right. itse!f.”’ 

Mr. Winston then discussed in detail the 
problems, both political and economic, in- 
volved, drawing particular attention to what 
he described as the most difficult—nameiy, 
stabilisation of currency. “ The mere deter- 
mination of the point at which stabilisation 
shall take place is ‘nsufficient, and assurances 
must be forthcoming that when the value of 
the currency has been fixed it can be main- 
tained. This is wheve America enters the 
picture, because credits or loans must be 
obtained in order to support the programme 
until full public confidence is restored. 


ENGLAND’S EXAMPLE. 

' England.” he went on, “ has arranged the 
necessary credits with the American banks. 
and has now Leen on a gold basis for a year 
and a half, and. as a matter of fact, has 
survived the coal strike without drawing one 
dollar of her three hundred milion credit. 

‘I do not know whether the programme of 
stabilisation in France, Belgium and Italy has 
reached the point where such credits or 
foreign loans are considered” essential. 
But if the time should come when 
credits are. sought, or if it should he 
desirable to float a loan in this country 
it would be clearly in our interests ‘that this 
help should be extended. We in America 
have the money, and, with our large market 
abroad, will benefit greatly through the 
stabilisation of Europe. «. .-: 
~ “In conelusion, Mr; Winston -declared thet 
the Administration had-dene its share im 
negotiating debt settlements within the capa- 
city of the debtors, and had been extremely 
lenient. .in the early difficult years. ** Our 

Federal reserve system and our private 


bankers understand the real interest of the - 


United States in Europe, and are helping. 
So,’ he concluded,’ ** with the full realisation 
that these countries now have of the problem 
before them, and with ‘the power that the 
respective Governments now possess through 
the support of their people, I believe thai 
Europe should soon again be in a sound posi- 
tion and stabilisation be an accomplished 
fact.”’.--(Reuter.)

HOW. WUCHANG FELL. 
DEFENDERS BRIBED. WITH 
~FOOD | 


IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE, 
From Our Own Copresronpenr. 
WUCHANG, Sunday (received Monday). 

In a wholly unexpected manner the 
besieged city of Wuchang, the scene of the 
revolution, years ago, was captured to-day on 
the anniversary of the revolution. While 
disorders still’ continue within the city and 
the streets are littered. with dead, the control 
of the Chinese Northern troops has been 
absolutely broken by the Cantonese “Reds.” 

The garrison of 15,000, which elected not 
to accept service in the. revolutionary “army, 
is being herded in various compounds until 
their disposition.is made. 

The climax of the forty-day siege was 
dramatic in the extreme, but, as usual in 
China, it was. accompanied by treachery. The 
tragic feature is the prompt destruction of 
General Liu Yu Chun. the Garrison Com- 
mander. Alarmed by the firing at the Eastern 
gate, General. Liu fled across Serpent Hill to 
the Boone University, taking refuge in the 
home. of Dr. Sherman, the President of the 
college. The Cantonese troops, who had 
reached the General's refuge, caused, by 
intimidation and threats, one of the servants 
to betray General Liu’s whereabouts. Within 
an hour the '' Red’ troops had captured the 
General and brought him to the Provincial 
Assembly Hal). . 


GENERAL EXECUTED. 

_ At four this afternoon I was told that the 
General’s life was not worth a copper. Forty 
minutes later, while I was walking across the 
three-acre green fronting the Assembly Hall, 
twenty shots rang out in the Court Assembly 
Hall. Perhaps six of these shots were in- 
stantaneous, the others scattering over a couple 
of seconds. It was certainly a volley of a 
firing squad. I went on to the gate and in- 
quired of the sentry the identity of the 
victim. ‘‘ General Liu,” he replied. Thus: 
was the Cantonese control formally taken: of 
the City of Wuchang on the anniversary of 
as, revolution, and the revolutionary promise 
cept. 

he details of how the Cantonese gained 
entry to the besieged City of Wuchang, under 
cover of armistice negotiations, is even more 
interesting: It appears that the Cantonese 
of the Fourth Army, occupying St. Hilda’s 
Church, got into communication with the 
‘Hupeh troops holding that section of the wall, 
and sent up food. on a rope lowered from the 
ramparts. This led, after several days, to an 
arrangement by which several of the 
(Cantonese troops were pulled up on the rope 
to the top of the wall, where the plot was 
hatched. 


CITY GATES CAPTURED. 

As 1 learned to-day, the Cantonese scaled 
the wall at midnight. At half-past three this 
morning the, troops descended the. wall and 
rusbed the guard at the Paoan Gate, where, 
after half-an-hour’s desperate fighting, they 
ing’ tae. gate half a 
regiment of troops outside, already in, wait- 
ing. rushed in, capturing the remaining two 
eastern gates. By. dawn. at six o clock,. the 
Fourth Army was streaming in through three 
gates, fighting their way through the streets.

‘Proposing the toast’‘‘ M. Bourassa and 
Canada’’ at a dinner given to the well- 


‘known French-Canadian -politician and 


publicist, by the Irish Free State Execu- 
tive Council, at the Shelbourne Hotel, 


Dublin, last night, President. Cosgrave 
} said that M. Bourassa had ‘always under- 


stood Ireland, and for that the Irish 
people would always be grateful to him, 
as well as to that great section of®the 
Canadian people which he so worthily 
represented. . tah: 
The Irish people had always felt, he 
declared, a strong natural sympathy with 
the French-Canadians, and because of that 
they looked forward to the development of 
a great Canadian nation which would be 
their great’ and friendly partner in the 
Commonwealth of Nations. 


a “TWO ALIENS.” 

Mr. Desmond Fitzgerald, Minister for Ex- 
ternal Affairs, in seconding, said that in 
the existence of the French-Canadians, living 
remote from Western civilisation and retain- 
ing their language, there was a lesson for the 
Irish people, who saw their language dying 
out until it remained now only on the 
Western seaboard. 

The Irish in Canada, united as they should 
be by the great. bond of reiigion with their 
French-speaking fellow-citizens, should re- 
cognise that they and the French should com- 
bine to build up in the Western hemisphere 
a civilisation and a State which would have 
its bonds not only with the French, but with 
the Irish civilisation. 

M. Bourassa represented there, unofficially, 
a country in which they had a particular in- 
terest, because the Constitution of the Free 
State and its relations with other Govern- 
ments in the community of nations known 
as the British Commonwealth was based on 
the conditions existing in Canada. The in-: 
terests of the two countries at the moment. 
were one, and he hoped that they would 
continue to be so in the future. 

“We are, if you like,’’ said Mr. Fitz- 
gerald, “ alien bodies in the Commonwealth 
of Nations. The language of the majority is 
Faglish, but we think that it is only tem-, 
porary, and that we shall be as the French 
in Canada, speaking ‘the language of our, 
forefathers, retaining a civilisation native to 
ourselves.” 

That civilisation, he added, had a great 
tradition in it. He bade M. Bourassa 
welcome to Ireland. 


PREFERRED BRITISH RULE. 

M. Bourassa, responding, expressed 
admiration for Ireland, and mentioned that 
his grandiather had been a correspondent of 
Daniel O’Connell. Having traced the early de- 
velopment of Canada, M. Bourassa declared 
that one compensation that he and his people 
had for the conquest of Canada by Britain 
was that they were rid of French-Colonial 
Government. As long—and he did not admit 
a perpetual title—as a community of interests 
had to be a colony, he would rather have a 
British colony than a French colony. 

In certain respects they in Canada had 
been an obstacle to the enterprise of British 
Imperialism in Canada, but, at the same time, 
they had stood by the British flag and British 
institution, because they considered that, 
having the geographic and economic position 
they had, it was a good thing for them to 
remain British so long as it suited the inte- 
rests of Canada, rather than to merge their 
individuality in the enormous melting-pot of 
the United States, which had not yet pro- 
duced final results. 


LOVE OF IRELAND. 

He loved Ireland enough to pve all ‘her 
sons, and he hoped that the day would come 
when—he would not say all Ireland wou.d 
come together to be one, for that seemed ‘to 
be impossible—but when the spirit of unity 
and confidence in the future of the Irish 
nation: would prevail over all obstacles, 
foreign and internal. He thought that the 
best service they, outsiders, could do to 
Ireland was to let no occasion pass to make 
known what was being accomplished in Ire- 


-land, and at the same time to endeavour to 


find the best .explanation for the internal 
troubles, which, he hoped, would come to an 
end one of these days. 

jrelard, he said, would become a power in 
the world in the degree in which. the peonle 
exercised their moral influence. on the 
*‘ scattered Ireland ' the world over. When 
they were in a position to undertake that 
work, to make that great contribution to 
modern civilisation, and to take up tlre in- 
heritance of the past. he hoped that. they 
would advise their descendants that they had 
something better to do than be the instru- 
ments of an Imperial doitination. Discussing 
the relations of the United States with Canada... 
Mr. Bourassa said that the American Republic 


would not be, as had been dreamed for it,’ 


an absclctely English-speaking Anglo-Saxon 
nation. Most likely English would be the 
language of congregation, but whatever 
happene:! in Europe, America. was destined to 
be a transplantation of European civilisation. 

He had watched the Conferences known as 
the Imperi@l Conferences for the nast forty 
years. but on this occasion he saw a tenden ry 
from the incidence of events that would mark: 
a decided reaction against imperialism in. 
favour of nationalism. 


ABSORPTION QUESTION. 

Referring to the talk of the absorption of 
Canada by the United Stetes, Mr. Bourassa 
declared that the annexation of Canada by 
America would be the end of Canadian 
aspirations for independence, and the main- 
connection was an 
obstacle not permanent or absolute in the way 
of that absorption; and, therefore, from the 
purely Canadian point of view, they desired 
to maintain’ the British connection as an 
obstacle to the penetration of Americanism 
and the uniformaticy of the whole American 
Continent. Was it to be expected that 
Canada would be an instrument of European 
policy, whether directed from London or else- 
where? 

“ We stand.” said Mr. Bourassa, “ for our 
own liberty and for the liberties of the wo: 
and so long as you and we agree to do that in 
the British Empire it may become a true 
thing that British rule means liberty.”

The Committee decided by a resolution to 
recommend that the safety men should remain 
at work. The full position will be considered 
by the delegate conference to-day.

"The staff, which 
stands at the outer edge of a platform on the 
west side of the club, close to the Harbour 
road, is twenty-five inches in girth near the 
base.

ECONOMIC POSITION IN 
GERMANY, 


-“ 


Viscount D'Abernon, who has relinguished 
the post oí British Ambassador in Berlin, 
arrived in London at five o'clock yesterday 
evening, having travelled from Germany, via 
Ostend. Lied and Lady D’Abernon had a 
very bad crossing; and their arrival at Vic 
toria was some half an hour later than the 
scheduled time, due to the lateness of the 
boat. 

His lordship said that they were very glad 
to be in England again, and. contemplated 
staying for a few days, at all events, at 
Esher before setting out for a holiday rest 
in Italy, \ 

They were met at Victoria by Viscount 
Hampden, one of the King’s Lords-in-Wait- 
ing, who welcomed them on behalf of His 
Majesty. 

Speaking of the conditions in Germany, 
Lord D’Abernon said #iat the Germans had 
steadily pulled themselves together, in spite 
of the enormous difficulties, and had done 
very much towards encountering and overcom- 
jug the consequences of the recent war. Ger- 
meny had done much in the direction of 
gtabilissne her economic position. He was 
bound to sav that. although he was glad to 
be back in England, Lady D’Abernon and he 
had ieft behind them many excellent friends 
after theiv six years stay in Germany. 


GERMANY AND THE LEAGUE. 
His lordship said that he doubted whether 
English people fully appreciated the import- 
‘“anee of the admission of Germany to the 
League of Nations. Personally, he regarded 
thac admission of the utmost importance. It 
had heen kis aim. while Ambassador in Rer- 


LADY DRIVER INJURED. 
Miss May Cunliffe, of Southport, driving 
a racing car at Bhia er trials yester- 
day, crashed into @ wooden barrier when 
going at 80 miles an hour. She was taken 
to hospital suffering from concussion and 
severe facial bruises, and late yesterday she 
was still unconscious..

But sighting another car ahead that had also 
completed the course, she appeared to think 
that the race was still in progress, and ac- 
celerated, charging the barrier half a mile 
ahead.

RACING ACCIDENT. 


CORONER AND THE VALUE OF 
SPEED TESTS. __ 

The value of speed tests from the point of 
view of selling machines for commercial and 
pleasure purposes was questioned by Dr. H. 
S. Morrison, M.P., Coroner, and members 
of the jury which at Coleraine yesterday .in- 
vestigated the death of George Norman 
Norris (31), Birmingham, who. was killed 
while competing in motor car speed trials at 
Magilhgan Strand, County Derry, on Saiur- 
day last. 

Mr. Norris was a racing expert for the 
Lea and Francis Company, Coventry, and 
bad won several events at Brooklands. 

Major Harold Leacombe said that when 
nearing the completion of the first lap of the 
ten miles handicap race, Mr, Norris was 
doing about 95 miles an hour. In trying to 
avoid the wash of a large wave his machine 
skidded twice, an inner tube burst and .the 
car somersaulted twice, rising about sixbeen 
feet in the air. He was thrown out and 
styuck the radiator cap with his head, the 
cap being torn away; his helmet was 
smashed. The witness was about ten yards

SEASONAL SOURCE OF POWER. 

Peat, he said, should be used mainly as a 
seasonal source of power.

The use of t power in 
summer avoided the necessity for large re-

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THE BEETHOVEN. 
CENTENARY. 
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SIGNOR ESPOSITO’S RECITAL. 

At the Baggotrath Hall, Dublin, last night, 
Signor Esposito gave the first of his three 
recitals in connection with the Beethoven 
Centenary. ‘There was quite a large audience, 
and the outburst of applause which greeted 
the appearance of Signor Esposito was at 
once a tribute to his talents and a reminder 
of the great part that he has played in build. 
ing up that school of pianoforte players which 
has won for Dublin such a widespread repu- 
tation. : 

In the first of his recitals Signor Esposito 
had arranged four of the most popular of 
the Beethoven sonatas, and in a sense his 
selection of the order of their playing reflected 
his general scheme of interpretation. The 
first was Op. 13 (Pathetique), which in its 
opening movement expressed an appeal for 
sympathy, succeeded by a sense of rest and 
leisurely content which was only accentuated 
by the final movement. In Op. 28 (Pastorale), 
which followed, there was a subtle suggestion 
of the peace and warmth of the open country 
with the myriad sounds of wood and glen, 
blending into a song of thanksgiving. ‘hat 
atmosphere was carvied through in the next 
of the sonatas, Cpus. ól, No. 3, with its 
quietly insistent opening call and suggestion 
of the graceful minuet and merry dance. The 
final movement was beautifully worked out. 
As a fitting termination to the recital came 
Opus. 27, No. 2 (Moonlight Sonata), with all 
its mystic appeal. 

he whole atmosvhere of the recital was 
wonderfully restful and inspiring—an even- 
ing’s intimate communion with the great 
composer. Signor Esposito achieved his 
effects with an apparent minimum of effort. 
Somehow one was not watching íor the 
observation of the nuances—all that came so 
naturally. So, too, it was only on reflection 
that one realised how wonderfully the rhythm 
had been maintained, and how the little 
retarding here was made good in its proper 
course—an excellent object lesson in rubato 
for many young people in the audience.

The immediate success of “Mr. Murphy’s 
Island ” justified its revival at the Abbey 
Theatre this week, a bare two months after 
its first production.

The secret of the 
Harte, the author, is still well kept. A study 
of the intrinsic evidence offered by the play 
itself leads to the conclusion that the writer 
has a more intimate knowledge of stagecraft 
than would be possible for a beginner in 
dramatic writing, no matter how naturally 
gifted. Yet the play, especially in the 
dialogue, is not. in the style of the known 
Abbey dramatists. 

The part of Finola is one of the happiest 
things that Miss Eileen Crowe has to do on 
the Abbey stage. Her by-play in the second 
scene is extremely clever, and all through she 
has a charming part, which she plays with 
charm. She and Miss Delaney, as Mary 
Ellen, share the applause. which comes 
liberally and frequently. Mr. McCormick’s 
Brian Prendergast is work that brings out 
all his finer qualities. The “Island ”’ is 
followed by Mr. Robinson’s little comedy, 
“Never the Time and the Place,” in which Miss 
Ria Mooney takes the part. originally created 
by Miss Allgood. In it this clever young 
actress again proves her versatility. 


THEATRE ROYAL. 


An interesting variety programme was laid 
before the patrons of the Theatre Royal last 
evening, and it was received with general 
approval by the audiences at both “houses.

DUBLIN ROTARIANS’

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THE BEETHOVEN. 
CENTENARY. 


SIGNOR ESPOSITO’S RECITAL. 

At the Baggotrath Hall, Dublin, last night, 
Signor Esposito gave the first of his three 
recitals in connection with the Beethoven 
Centenary. There was quite a large audience, 
and the outburst’ of applause which greeted 
the appearance of Signor Esposito was at 
once a tribute to his talents and a reminder 
of the great part that he has played in build. 
ing up that school of pianoforte players which 
has won for Dublin such a widespread repu- 
tation. 

In the first of his recitals Signor Esposito 
had arranged four of the most popular of 
the Beethoven sonatas, and in a sense his 
selection of the order of their playing reflected 
his general scheme of interpretation. The 
first was Op. 13 (Pathetique), which in its 
opening movement expressed an appeal for 
sympathy, succeeded by a sense of rest and 
leisurely content which was only accentuated 
by the final movement. In Op. 28 (Pastorale), 
which followed, there was a subtle suggestion 
of the peace and warmth of the open country 
with the myriad sounds of wood and gien, 
blending into a song of thanksgiving. ‘Lhat 
atmosphere was carried through in the next 
of the sonatas, Cpus. ól, No. 35, with its 
quietly insistent opening call and suggestion 
of the graceful minuet and merry dance. The 
final movement was beautifully worked out. 
As a fitting termination to the recital came 
Opus, 27, No. 2 (Moonlight Sonata), with all 
its mystic appeal. 

The whole atmosvhere of the recital was 
wonderfully ‘restful and inspiring—an even- 
ing’s intimate communion with the great 
composer. Signor Esposito achieved his 
effects with an apparent minimum of effort. 
Somehow one was not watching for the 
cbservation of the nuances—all that came so 
naturally. So, too, it was onlv on reflection 
that one realised how wonderfully the rhythm 
had been maintained, and how the little 
retarding here was made good in its proper 
course—an excellent object lesson in rubato 
for many young people in the audience.
